According to Weuters correspon- 
dent with the U.S. Ist Army, 
about 1,500 Germans remain 
in the city. | 

American units are working their 
way through the town, to mop up 
strong-point after strong-point. 

One squad came up against a 
pill-box so sheltered’ by a large 
office building that it Was imposs- 
ible to reach it by grenades or 
artillery fire. Accordingly, the 
unit halted rather than make a 
direct approach across the street, 
exposed to machine-gun fire. 
Another squad started circling the 
pill-box, and took up position 
on a nearby roof, where a 
portable mortar was brought up. 
Then it started firing “white 
smoke” sulphur shells against the 
side of the pillbox until the corro- 
sives and fumes forced the occu- 
pants into surrender, 

A series of assaults launched by 
the Germans inca desperate effort to 
regain Aachen has resulted in at 
least two German divisions being 
practically’ wiped out. In the last 
24 hours 25 German pill-boxes have 
been destroyed or captured north of 
Aachen, 

Rain and mud are helping the 
Germans in theig grim struggle to 
prevent the outflanking of the 
Siegfried Line by Field-Marshal 
Montgomery’s troops in Holland. 
Heavy downpours are keeping the 
Allies’ air arm practically grounded. 

Throughout Holland, a third of 
which is now held by the Allies, 
the Germans have established 
“islands” of resistance, with suffi- 
cient men and weapons to com-

mand. their approaches. Mont- 
gomery’s men are finding the cam- 
paign becoming a hard slogging 
battle, with advances measured by 
yards daily. 


In the neck of the South Beveland 
Causeway Canadian forces are 
strongly dug in ready for the ex- 
pected counter-attacks, which have 
not yet developed. 

The Germans are obviously deter- 
mined to stand along both sides of 
the Scheldt Estuary until the last to 
deprive the Allies of the use of the 
Port of Antwerp, which is neutral- 
ised as long as German- guns have 
the estuary under control, 
_ In the Dutch salient heavy fight- 
ing continues after the capture of 
Venraij yesterday morning. 

‘The streets of Venraij are deep 
with. rubble. Most of the town’s 
normal population of 16,000 are 
still in the town — either buried 
beneath the rubble of their homes 
or crouching in cellars, as they have 
been for the last five days. 

British troops in their drive to 
clear the Germans from the west 
bank of the Maas have pushed 
beyond Venraij to capture the 
villages of Overbroek and Veulen, 
to the south. 

General Dempsey’s men have 
won 45 square miles of ground since 
the attack started from north 
Overloon on Friday, and have cap- 
tured several hundred prisoners. 

The German Overseas News 
Agency quoted a report from Ger- 
man Supreme Headquarters in the 
West stating that “intense activity 
behind the British and American 
lines constitutes, without any doubt, 
the most treraendous preparation to 
an offensive, surpassing anything 


that has happened during the whole 
of the invasion campaign.”

E. G. in is now elected to a 
Fellowship in Celtic Studies, Litera-

Mr. Quin entered Trinity College 
from Mountjoy School in 1928 wit 
a Sizarship and an Entrance Prize 
in Irish. He became a Scholar of 
the House in Modern Literature 
(first place) in 1930, and graduated 
with First Class Moderatorships in 
Celtic Languages (first place, with 
large gold medal), and in Modern 
Literature in 1932.

Broadcasting to the German 
nation last night, Herr Himmler 
referred to the setting up of the 
‘Landsturm in 1813, and said:— 

“ To-day, on the anniversary of 
the Battle of Leipzig, our Fuehrer 
and Supreme War .Lord has called 
up all men between the ages of 16 
and 60 who are still at home and 
able to bear arms to fight in the 
ranks of the Volksturm for the 
defence of the soil of the 
Fatherland. 

“ The war has become very diffi- 
cult for our enemies. In spite of 
his great efforts, the enemy only 
succeeded in reaching the German 
frontier at some points, and in 
accpy ins small stretches of German 
oil. 

“The uprising in Warsaw, which 
cost the Poles 200,000 dead and the 
total annihilation of their capital, 
was engineered in the hope that 
Germany would be too weak to 
cope with a rebellion inher rear.” *:| 

After referring briefly to the 

Hitler plot—* engineered by traitors 
who were in close touch with that 
other traitor, Seydlitz”°—Himmler 
went on: “ The German Army has 
always risen again after shameful 
setbacks. So to-day division after 
division of Volksgrenadier are 
being equipped, trained and sent to 
the fighting front. 
“In the Luftwaffe, locked in a 
desperate struggle with a superior 
enemy, new squadrons are being 
formed. Our paratrooper units are 
being reformed from men of the 
Luftwaffe. 
“Wherever the enemy enters the 
soil of our country, the Volksturm 
must be ready to engage him, attack 
him on the ground, jump on him 
from the air, assail him with the 
fury of a fanatic, pin him down, and 
where possible wear him out. 

“Every house, every ditch, every 
bush, every cluster of trees will have 
to be defended by our men and lads 


Japanese Lose 


32 Ships 


(THE destruction of 32 Japanese 
ships, including seven war- 
ships, by American submarines was 
reported yesterday by the United 
States Navy Secretary. 

He also announced that “905 
enemy ships have been sunk or 
damaged by the 3rd and Sth United 
States Fleets during the last four 
and a half months.” 

Mr. Forrestal stated that planes 
and ack-ack guns of the 3rd and 
Sth Fleets have destroyed 3,080 
Japanese planes, including 1,827 
shot: out of the air, and 1,253 de- 
stroyed.on the ground. 

The latest sinkings by American 
submarines raised to 956 the total 
number of Japanese ships destroyed 
by American submarines since the 
war began. 

Mr. Forrestal said that the recent 
blows against the Philippines, For- 
mosa, Ryukyus, Palau and Marianas 
were the opening moves in an un- 
remitting pressure that would be 
applied against Japan. 

A re-check of Japanese losses in 
the raid on Formosa on October 
11th showed that 37 additional ships 
and 68 small craft were sunk or 
damaged. A re-assessment of Japa- 
nese aircraft losses in the Philip- 
pine-Formosa-Okanaya area shows 
that 915 planes were destroyed.

Within the next few days Paris 
and the greater part of France may 
be handed over to the control an 
administration of the French Pro- 
visional Government, says Frank 
King, Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent. The sequel of this 
important development would be 
full recognition by Great Britain of 
General de Gaulle’s administration 
as the Provisional Government of 
France, with Mr. Duff Cooper hold- 
ing the full rank of British Ambas- 
sador in Paris, and M. Massigli as 
French Ambassador in London. It 
seems probable, says King, that 
the United States will take parallel 
action. 

The logical effect of these decrees 


should “be to ‘give’ France the status’ 


of a full ally who would be con- 
sulted about the conduct of the war 
“the treatment of Germany after it,’ 
and world security in the future. 
These are fundamental develop- 
ments for which France has been 
waiting with some impatience, and 
even a trace of bitterness. 

For the Government, as for 
many ordinary citizens, France’s 
future foreign policy must inevitably 
be determined by what happens to 
Germany as a result of the future 
peace treaty. If Germany is to be 
kept weak and France given every 
opportunity to become strong again, 
then France, in accordance with her 
interests, will link herself very 
closely—perhaps even more closely 
than ever since the turn. of the 
century—with Britain, Russia and 
the United States.

When it was decided that, say, 
60 per cent. of the students were 
capable of taking . instruction 
through Irish, and that the teachers 
were capable of carrying it out, 
what was going to happen to the 
remainder of the students who had 
signed on? According to the cir- 
cular, they were to be treated in the 
same way as backward students. 
Alderman O’SULLIVAN (Lab.) 
said that if one-third of the pupils 
were to be treated as backward stu- 
dents some explanation was required 
from the Minister. Any child of a 
ratepayer going to a technical school 
was entitled to the same treatment 
as any other. 
The MINISTER said that good 
progress had been made in the 
primary and secondary schools, but 
the vocational schools had been 
rather slow in coming into line. The 
test of ability to teach in Irish had 
been added to the Ceard Teastas. 
For the pupils there would be an 
oral and written examination to de- 
termine a student’s progress in Irish. 
When students were not as advanced 
as others in a subject they would 
be given an opportunity to receive 
special instruction, 

Mr. MULCAHY— “In Irish or 
English?” 

The MINISTER—“ In Irish.” He 
said that there would be no great 
objection to the giving of five or ten 
minutes’ revision of the lesson in 
English at the end of the class. That

Death of Prisoners 
In Allied Raids 


Mr. Law, Minister of State, said, 
in the British House of Commons 
yesterday, that a number of British 
prisoners of war had lost their lives 
in Allied air-raids on the Continent, 
but as the figures could not be given 
with any degree of accuracy 
would prefer not to attempt an 
estimate.

FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT: 
THE course of events leading 
from the publication of the 
Beveridge Report to the presentation 
of Dr. Dignan’s scheme of Social 
Insurance merits the attention of 
everyone interested in the health of 
the nation.

ments, the Medical Association of 
Eire, conscious of the inevitable 
influence of British legislation upon 
this country’s domestic affairs, 
decided to set up a committee for 
the reorganisation of medical 
services. The purpose of this body 
was to investigate the existing 
system of medical administration 
and, if necessary, to propose suitable 
alternatives. 

After some consultation, it was 
decided to send a delegate to the 
Department of Local Government 
and Public Health in order to elicit 
the Minister’s opinion as to the 
necessity for a change. Unfor- 
tunately, that delegate was advised 
that the question could not ‘be 
discussed officially until the 
reorganisation committee had 
actually drawn up a definite scheme 
to put before the Minister. 

In due course a comprehensive 
system of medical services was 
devised and given to the Associa- 
tion’s Central Council for criticism 
and amendment. Of criticism it re- 
ceived an ample share, ranging 
from matters of broad pony down 
to the quality of its prose. Finally, 
after appropriate alterations had 
been made, it was unanimously 
agreed last Thursday that it should 
be presented by a deputation to the 
Minister as a basis for discussion.
